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XLI— ShouW  any  of  the  Shareholders  be  desirous  of 
calling  a  General  Meeting  in  consequence  uf  a  violation 
of  any  of  these    Rulers    or   from    any    other   cause    which 

may  affect  their  individual  interests    in    the    Society the 

Chairman  or  Deputy  Cht»irman  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
bound  to  summon  such  Meeting,  provided  the  rcquisiUon 
for  the  same  is  stated  in  writing,  as  well  as  the  purport 
thereof,  and  provided  the  said  Requisition  shall  be  sif^ned 
by  at  least  six  Shareholders.  * 

SALE    AND    TRANSFER  OP    SHARES, 

XLTI. — Every  Shareholder  shall  have  lihorty  to  ditipose  of 
his  share  on  any  occasion  which  he  may  deem  proper,  under 
the  following  Regulations: — 

He  shall  inform  the  Committee  in  writing  of  his  desire  to 
do  so,  and  shall  insert  the  name  of  the  persen  to  whom  he  is 
desirous  of  transferring  his  share.  If  the  Committee  approve 
thereof,  at  their  next  meeting  they  will  acquaint  the  parties 
therewith:  bv.t  the  person  to  wjioin  the  transfer  is  made  shall 
neither  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Society, 
until  he  shall  have  signed  liis  name  in  the  proper  Book  kept  for 
that  purpose,nor  until  all  arrears  or  hues  of  any  and  every  kind, 
due  on  the  share  thus  transferred,  shall  have  been  paid  up. 

XLIII.— No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  t^Uo  any  Books  out 
of  the  Library  except  "Bona  iide"  Shareholders,  who^e 
names  shall  be  subscribed  in  the  proper  Book.  Member?  of 
theProvincial  Legislature  when  in  Session,  and  suchHo  orary 
Members  and  theiv  families,  as  may  at  any  time  be  acimitte^, 
but  such  persons  must  conform  to  the  Regulations  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

XLIV.— No  fundamental  Law  shall  be  suspended,  repeal- 
ed or  annulled,  v.-ithout  being  approved  of  by  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  those  Shareholders,  present  at  a  General  Meeting  ; 
to  be  summoned  by  the  Committee  for  that  express  purpose, 
at  least  two  days  before  ;  and  unless  the  nature'of  the  alterati- 
on proposed  shall  have  been  publicly  exhibited  in  the  Library 

Room  during  fourteen  days  immediately  proceeding  such  meet- 
ting. 

XLV. — No  Book,  or  Work  of  general  reference  is  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  Library  Room  and  the  Committee  will  de- 
termine what  Books  and  Works  come  under  that  denomina- 
tion—a list  of  which  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  part  of 
the  Liibrary. 

XLVL — The  number  of  days  limited  by  tho  Committee 
for  the  [terusal  of  each  Book,  and  also  ♦he  fine  for  retaining 
it  beyond  that  time,  will  be  written  on  the  inside  of  the  cover; 
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nnd  in  order  that  the  Shareholders  may  not  be  Jed  into  an^ 
expence,  on  account  of  forfeitures  to  which  they  may  subtest 
hemseJves  for  neglecting  to  return  a  Book  in  due  time 
through  absen.^  or  an  involuntary  mistake,  notice  sha  1^50 
gnen  by  he  Librarian  when  one  days  forfeiture  las  been  in! 
curred.  vyh.ch,  with  any  further  fine  due  for  keeXraBook 
atter  such  a  notice  having  been  given,  must  be  paid'^b^fore  anv 
more  Books  can  be  taken  out  by  such  person--Tho  IVbrariaJ 
to  have  the  first  days  fine  for  his  trouble  in  sending  the  not'ce 
The  fines  are  established  at  the  following  rates,  for  each  dav;

XLVIIL--The  names  of  all  benefactors  to  the  Library, 
whether  in  Books  or  money,shall  be  enrolled  in  a  properRcffis- 
tor,  kept  for  the  purpose,  with  the  title  of  the  Books,  or  amount 
ot  the  beneiaction  given,  against  their  several  names. 

-^j^IX. — The  library  shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  year 
Sundays  or  Koly  Days  excepted,  from  twelve  till  three' 
o'clock,  for  the  delivery  and  exchange  of  Books  under  the 
foregoing  Regulations  ;  and  further,  during  the  sitting  of  the 
Legislature,  it  shall  be  open  from  ten  till  three  o'clock,  in  or- 
der to  accommodate  the  Gentlemen  of  that  Body.
